FOOD SUPPLY IN PALACES.

There are some interesting statis­ 
tics in regard to the food which is 
served in roy al p alaces, but which is 
not used by "the host or guests. The 
chief cook of Emp eror Francis Jo ­ 
sep h of Austria estimates that of the 
1.250.000 francs which are sp ent each 
y ear on the imp erial table more than 
500.000 francs are sp ent on unused 
food, or “leavings.” The p erquisites 
from a single banquet- which was given 
on the occasion of the jubilee amount­ 
ed to more than 20,000 francs. 
The unused food, and esp ecially the 
wines, are sold after each meal to the 
p rincip al restaurants of Vienna, and 
in this way the cooks and their as­ 
sistants* contrive to obtain twice and 
often even three times as much as is 
p aid to them each month by the em­ 
p eror’s steward. 
In Italy and in 
Sp ain this leakage (no other word 
seems ap p rop riate) has within the last 
few y ears been reduced to a minimum. 


The emp eror of Germany has also set 
his face against this ex travagance. It 
is said that he makes a contract with 
the p rop rietor of one of the first hotels 
in Berlin, who guarantees to furnish 
meals to him and to all the members 
of his» court for the fix ed sum of 20 
marks a head. 
Queen Victoria ex amines carefully 
into her household ex p enses and is es­ 
p ecially careful that no money shall 
be wasted in the roy al kitchen. 
In the imp erial p alaces of Russia 
the “leavings” must be considerable. 
Every da}' between 
500 and GOO 
francs’ worth of wines» and cigars are 
furnished for the imp erial banquet, 
and there* is a strict rule that no bot­ 
tle, whether op ened or not, shall be 
p resented twice at the czar’s table. It 
is said that this rule is rigidly en- 
o 
* 
forced, and, if so, it can readily be 
i _ 
** 
seen that the lot of a chef in a Russian 
roval p alace is by no means* unhap p y .

are extolled in softly modulated tones.

gain, in which the thumb has»played 
a prominent ])art. 
The most popular corner of the 
market is the booth whose wares con­ 
sist of birds of impossible plumage, 
silks of indescribable hue Rud jewelry 
of wonderful brilliancy. 
Its patrons 
— for the most part dusky maids*— 
keep iî]j a swift fire of meaningless 
chatter wliile piircha.=-es are

made, retiring under a strong volley 
of comment from the surrounding 
lookers-on, and over it all, the demure, 
respectful courtesy of those in charge 
— a lasting bit of the long ago, and in 
sharp contrast with the independent, 
curt manner of tlie northern market

A Food Piant T hat H ay Be Introduced 
from Chili. 
Dr. I). G. Fairchild, of the dep art­ 
m ent of agriculture, has gone 
to 
South America in search of new food 
p lants, which will be introduced into 
the United States. 
If these p lants 
can be successfully cultiv ated here, a 
rev olution will result in the charac­ 
ter and am ount of our food sup p ly . 
According to Frof. N. L. Britton, 
of Columbia, Dr. Fairchild will make 
a careful study of South 
American 
p lants of all kinds such as can be 
grown in this country . 
441 refer, of course,” he said, “ to 
p lants of utilization— the inv aluable 
commodities* that commerce deals in 
and which arc essential to the well be­ 
ing and the comfort of civ ilization. 
“ There are v ast tracts of desert 
lands in our west 
where 
nothing 
grows, and where, it is believ ed, noth­ 
ing can grow. 
I ex p ect that this 
state of affairs will soon be changed 
and that before many y ears 
these 
desert lands*— hundreds of thousands 
of square miles of 
waste— will be 
made to blossom like % fertile garden. 
“ There is a v ast desert in Chili, 
similar to the deserts in this country , 
where v arious p lants- of great use to 
civ ilization flourish. We believ e tjiat 
these p lants can be transp lanted to 
our deserts here, where the same con­ 
ditions obtain p retty much as in the 
Chilian desert of Atacama, and these 
immense stretches of unp roductiv e 
land will l)e conv erted into tracts of 
great fertility . 
“ This, howev er, is but one p hase of 
Dr. Fairchild’s» mission. 
From 
the 
isthmus down to Patagonia there is a 
v ariety of p lants of immense v alue. 
None of these is p roduced now within 
the territory of the United States, but 
they can be. 
“ There is a food p lant known a- 
Quinoa. 
This grows high on 
the 
Andes and p roduces a great quantity 
af small black seeds» which the na­ 
tiv es grind into meal. 
It serv es the 
mountain men as bread food, and a 
very good food it is, too. 
It is a 
starchy stuff and takes the p lace of 
our own grain, corn and buckwheat, 
it is a low p lant like buckwheat and 
is cultiv ated at high altitudes. 
“ This» p lant is unk nown in this 
country , but we believ e it can be 
grown ev ery where in the high alti- 
tudes in this country , where no other 
kind of food p lant will flourish, and 
also in Alaska. 
The introduction of 
this p lant alone will transform what 
are now cold, uninhabitable, cheer­ 
less and barren stretches cf land into 
farms of great p roductiv eness. I my ­ 
self grew this» p lant nex t to my house 
here last summer, but it didn't rip en 
to seeds. 
I t does not thriv e in warm 
sp ots. 
“ Besides a number of other South 
American food p lants which can be 
grown in this country , according to 
the section, 
climate 
and altitude, 
there are the drug and fiber p lants. 
The indisp ensable quinine and the 
ex p ensiv e ip ecac are now* imp orted 
and grow nowhere within our bor­ 
ders. The cinchona bark is carried in 
British or German ship s mainly from 
Brazilian p orts to p orts in 
Great 
Britain or Germany , 
where it 
is 
ground into qu iiine p owder and then 
ex p orted to this country . 
“ Now, the trees from which quinine 
is ex tracted can be cultiv ated p rop er­ 
ly in Porto Rico, Cuba and doubtless 
the Philip p ines. 
H ere is a 
trade 
worth untold millions that can be, 
and undoubtedly will be, p laced right 
within our own borders. 
“ So with ip ecac, which is ex p ensiv e 
because the fierce comp etition for it 
has well-nigh ex hausted the roots. 
Balsam of cop aiba, touea beans, P eru­ 
v ian balsam— these and many other 
drug p lants, y ielding a 
tremendous 
rev enue to our merchants and a great 
gain and benefit to our p eop le, all 
can be cultiv ated in United States 
territory .”— N. Y. Journal.

A Beautiful Road More Than One Thou­ 
sand Miles Long. 
A Harv ard student who had just 
returned from a bicy cling tour of In­ 
dia, thus describes the road from La­ 
hore to Calcutta:

which it is made is called “kttnkur, 
and if y ou turn that word into “ con­ 
crete” y ou hav e an idea of what it is 
like. The road is hard and as smooth 
as p rep ared p av ement, and there is 
no dust. 
When 1 first got on this 
road with my wheel and enjoy ed the 
lux ury of easy trav eling, 1 said: “ Tins 
is magnificent, but 1 sup p ose that in 
a short time it will become gritt) and 
unev en.” 
1 went 5 0 miles, 100 miles, 
200 miles, 5 00, 000, TOO, and it was al­ 
way s the same, with not ov en 
the 
smallest stone to giv e a jog. 
Almo-t 
the entire way is lined with a double 
row of majestic trees. 
The concrete 
road runs like a long, white ribbon 
down the center. 
Along each side 
of the “ k un k ur” are loose soil tracks, 
I ov er which the nativ e bul l o c k c a r t s 
creak along at the rate of two miles 
an hour.— N . O. 1 inn - Democrat
